It is a matter of regret tliat during 
the past two or three years the legi.shi- 
„ ture of the province ha.i not turned its 
' attention in some definite shape, to- 
Vrairds a scheme for assisting the immi- 

I "gralio'n of ' wliito laborer.s to British 
Columbia. In view of the demand for 
h\bor consequent on the devciopinont 
of local indu.stries, .'jueli, for example, 
as the fish canneries on our numerous 
rivers, the coal mines of the island, and 
J the . lumber mills on the mainland, it 
has been especially important to pro- 
vide nicims for inducing a considerable 
number of steady ai»(t thrifty laborers 
to come to our shores. The necessity 
for an immigration scheme is based not 
merely upon the above consideration, 
but is daily becoming the more appar- 
■ ent. When vre consider the demand 
for labor upon the railway works, now 
in course of progress, it is really a 
sad matter to contemplate that the 
thousands of hands hitherto engaged ou 
^tli'e railway, and to bo augmented next 
'■"year by thou.sanda more,' are Chinese. 
When the work within the province 
shall have licca completed, the now 
vacaiit lands suitable for agricultural, 
mining and otiier pursuits will be oe- 

" cupiod by a class whose presence as 
colonists or settlers is admitted upon 
all hands to be most undesirable. The 
agricultural, mmoral and timber lands 
of the province comprise its chief re- 
sources. Katuro intended them to be 
used and if they cannot bo niadi^ pro- 
ductive by the industry and frugality 
of whito people we may rest assurotl 
they will be monopolized by the ever- 
increasing numbers of the Mongolian 
race. Our people cannot shut their 
eyes to what is day by day more and 
more palpable, that the Chinese are 
becoming the Goths and Vandals of 
tiiis province, and as a class are far less 

Jf isuitable or desirable to British Colum- 
bia than those historic barbarians were 
to continental Europe. The ne.xt gen- 
eration of our people will have little 
occasion to be grateful to their j)arcnts 
when they find strangers in blood and 
race occupying fields of labor which 

" ■ their forefathers should have preserved 
for them. It is not a pleasant thought, 
either, to meditate upon, that our 
children wi''. have to struggle in rivalry 
with people between whom and them 
there can' be no community of sympa- 
thy or sentiment. It is not by pass- 
ing laws, unjust as tiiey are miscon- 
ceived, and made to hoodwink the pub- 
lic, that this growinc evil is to b-s re- 
medied. Such measures can only re 
suit in aisappolntment, though 'tliey 
may for the time accomplish the selfisli 
interests of the promoters, by detract- 
ing attention from their own misdeeds. 
If the government, either alone or in 
conjunction with tlie Dominion govern- 
ment, had spent a tithe of their time 
in evolving an efficacious scheme of 

' , immigration; if during their four yi.'ars 

i of ofEce the government had made an 
honest eflbrt in this direction, we should 
to-day have had a thrifty population of 
white laborers where now we have, and 
where wo shall yet have, Chinese. Tho 
British isles are teeming with over- 
population; our neighboring provinces, 

. especially Quebec, contain hardy peo- 
ple who would bo glad had they the 
chanco to better their condition by 
coming to British Columbia. U'heir 
disposition to embrace an opportunity 
of so doing will not be increased by the 
knowledge that with each summer 
shiploads of Chinese are positively 
invited to our shores. The government, 
however, care nothing for the people, 
and are content that Chinese should 
form the laboring population} that the 
Mongolians should be preferred as im- 

. '^; migrants and the white race go to the 
wall. To humbug the electors the gov- 
ernment passes anti-Chinese measures 
m unsound as the brains which con 
.'ceived them ; laws which, while doing 
no good, and deceiving the public, are 
as mischievous in their tendency as 
they were corrupt in their origin. 



Tho Chicago Eorosy. 

To THE Editor. — Allusion has fre- 
quently been made of late to the ex- 
pulsion of Dr. Tliomas, of Chicago, from 
the Methodist ministry. As some of 
your readers may like to know what Dr. 
Thomas said or did to render him unfit 
to preach the gosjjel in tho M.E. church 
I give below a few short extracts from 
his farewell sermon. These contain the 
gist of his heresy. The whole discourse 
is well worth reading and especially in- 
teresting to i\Ielhodists. On tho doc- 
trine of tho atojiementDr. Thomas says: 
" I do not believe the old [)enal butcher 
theory of the atonement, where you 
make Jesus Christ a sinner and punish 
him for sin, and execute the penalty of 
. a broken law upon a man who had 
never broken it, in order that those who 
had broken it could be pardoned. To 
me such a theory simply disturbs, uii 
settles and undermines ti e very root- 
ideas of justice and morality." The 
doctor is not a strict follower of Wes- 
ley, whose ideas on the theory of com- 
bustion were certainly rather vague. 
"John "Wesley in his day believed in ma- 
terial hell-fire, and he said it was just 
as reasonable to talk about material air 
and material wate^ as material fire, and 
if there was fire at all it was material 
fire, and when the objection was raised 
that a material fire would certainly 
consume any substance that it burned 
eternally. John Wesley answered by 
saying that the Lord bad in mercy giv- 
en them an exam[)lo in the asbestos, 
a kind of fla.\, that might be sub- 
mitted to tlie most intense heat and 
yet it could not be destroyed. And he 
said that if it was not a literal fire it 
was somolhing woi-se." Dr. Tliomas 



says: "I do not believe the old, literal 
terrible ideas of hell fire in which the 
bodies of men and women shall be con- 
sciously tortured forever. I do not see 
how any man of good sense can believe 
it in this day.' * * * "I toll 
you that if J believed that doctrine I 
should never smile again. But I don't 
and I can't believe in any such terrible 
conceptions of govt rument under the 
thought of a God of goodness and love; 
and to preach it is to make infidels, and 
to make atheiats and to drive sensible 
men in di.sgust away from the cliurcli." 
* " * "And I tell you again that 
a large part of the Church of England 
that grand church of patient scliolnr- 
sliip, a large number of its clergy share 
tho same opinion." His belief in tlie 
inspiration of the Bible is limited. Mo 
says: "I believe in the teachings of 
Je.sus Christ. 1 don't suppose we have 
the exact words in which lie spoke, but 
I do believe that we have tiie spirit of 
histeachings.'" * "But I don't 

believe that all parts of tho scriptures 
are inspired.'' ^ ^' * "I don't be 
lieve that tho OKI 'i'estament through- 
out is infallible, and 1 don't see how 
any man with the facts of literature bi- 
foro him can believe it. I don't be- 
lieve iu the literal verbal rule of in- 
spiration, as applied to all parts of the 
.scriptures, and to apply that rule is 
simply to incumber ourselves v.'ith tlif- 
ficulties and to attempt tu prove what 
is utterly impassible — to burden our 
selves in a way that we cannot sup- 
port." * * * Jlo goes on to say: 
"Theology has its growth and it iloe.sn't 
stop to say anywhere. 'It is all li.\eil, 
and you must never budge from it or 
look for anything more.' Theology is 
growing and has to grow, my friend.i, 
with other things; and yet I count it 
entirely loyal to stand in this pulpit and 
say that the tendency of our legislation 
for the last year has been in tho di- 
rection of narrowness and not of pro- 
gress." * * "Are wo as a ^leth- 
odist Churjh, are the churches of this 
generation going to turn round and go 
back to the teachings of two or three 
hundreds ago, and put tho yokes of 
that old time upon the people ) If 
they do I fear there can be but one re- 
sult, and that is to drive away intellig- 
ent and thinking men, and, I might say, 
make a bid for ignorance and hyprocrisy. 
In conclusion he says: "I have tried to 
be true and leave the results with God; 
more.I say, 1 will and must be mentally 
and spiritually free, and that at any 
cost." There seems to be nothing very 
dreadful in tho above extracts which, 
however, contain the most startling 
points of the sermon. But possible 
they may be heterodox and deserve ex- 
pulsion from the ministry. T. A.

Judgment in this case was rendered 

yesterday by tlio Cliiof Justice. 

His Lordsliip reviewed the evidence 
and the finding of the jury, and liold tliat 
tlio aaiiie conclusively oatablisliod tho in- 
competence of the plaintiff in transacting 
business with tho defendants Batchelor 
aud Harrison; that it lay upon these de- 
fondants to show that tho plaintiff liad 
boon fairly dealt with, and that they had 
entirely failed in establishing this po.si- 
tioii. Hi.s Lordsliip decreed that all coii- 
voyiincea liy the [ilaintiil' to the di;feiid- 
aiits of his estate shotikl be set aside as 
fraudulent and void, ami Batchelor and 
Hamaon held as the plaintiff's trustees 
for the same. Regarding tho defendant 
McPhaden, liis Lordship conaiderod that 
he had advanced money to tho concern 
and had taken an interest therein 6o)ia 
Jide and without notice of the fraudulent 
conduct of the other parties, and there- 
fore that tho plainlitl" should not dis- 
poascsB him without reimbursing him. 
The decree of the Court would bo to ro- 
Hloro tho plaintiff Frederick Uoynolda to 
iinnii'diate po.ssossioii, either alone, or 
juintly with the defendant i\Icrhadeii, 
;ia the circumstances may require, of all 
tho property, business, lands, stock and 
furniture now in the possession of tho de- 
fendants, or of any of them, and which 
formerly was the property of the plaintiff. 
The defendant Batchelor was to deliver 
up to bo cancelled the promissory notes 
lor .*1000 and §887 given to him by tho 
plaiiitift" during his imbecility; tho sum of 
§2000 advanced by Harrison towards li- 
i|uidatiun uf the moneys due to Alox. 
Uoliiu:.-), and any other amounts advanc- 
ed by liarri.son, v.nd of which tho plain- 
tiff reaped the benelit, ivas to be allowed 
Ilarriat'n; accounts were to bo taken of 
the receipts by Batchelor and Harrison in 
respect of the plaintifTs concorn8,and they 
are to be held liable for all thoy have re- 
ceived or that but for their wilful neglect 
or default might have received, and arc 
to be allowed nothing in tho nature of 
oommissiona or salaries as managers or 
receivers nor any allowances e.^ccept to re- 
coup what lias been expended by them on 
tho strictest necessariea for tho preserva- 
tion of the property now decreed ts have 
been throughotit held by thoin only a.s 
truBtces. 

The defei'.dani Ale.xander ilulines to be 
dismissed from the suit; his costs to be 
paid by tho defendants Batchelor and 
ilarriaon. Costs of all other parties to 
bo paid by the defendant Batchelor.

EUEOPE. 
LoNDOX, Nov. 9.— At the lord mayor's 
banquet to-night, Gladstone, replying 
to the toast, "Her majesty's minister, ' 
said : "I can discern signs of improve- 
ment in Iceland. I believe the 
people of England are tlioroughly con- 
vinced it was necessary to take strong 
measures in Ireland in defense of public 
law and private liberty. One question 
at least has been settled. The people 
are determined to make a full ti'ial of 
the land act. I hold in my hand \ ery 
significant proof of the treatment to 
which tho Irish have been bubjectcd by 
their so-called friends. It is a notice 
proceeding from high authority stating 
that anybody paying rent before sus- 
pectaare released, without consent of 
the land league, will be boycotted. 
Though I cannot state that throughout 
Ireland covenants into which tenants 
entered are punctually p(;rformed. yet 
they are largely and increasingly 
performed. Thosij who decline 
are generally those who are well able 
to fulfill their engagements. I can 
safely say tho Irish will make' engage- 
ments. I can safely say the ] rish will 
make use of the land act, whieh will be 
impartially administered," Rpferring 
to foreign afiairs, Gladstone said : 
"Lord Granville will be able to draw a 
picture less charged with anxious and 
critical features than that of a year 
ago. Afghanistan, instead of being 
broken into fragments i.s now under a 
single ruler. We are happy to think 
that peace reigna in Soutii Africa. 

Gladstone, in his speech at Guild 
hall last night, declared that the law 
had been forced with firmness and ile- 
cision in Ireland. Its onforcenient hail 
been entrusted to those agents who had 
already earned the title to the grati 
tudo of their countrymen by their cour- 
age and the o.'ceinplary jiatience with 
which they performed their duties. 

Lo.NDO.v, Nov. 9. — At the lord may 
or's banquet Lord Granville referring 
to foreign affairs said: There is no 
question at any critical stage, though 
there are various questions wliich re- 
quire to be carefully dealt with. Our 
jiolicy towards Egypt is directed en- 
tirely to her peace, prosperity and free- 
dom. Keforring to the subject of the 
Anglo-French commercial treaty, Gran- 
ville said the government does not at- 
tach exaggerated importance to the 
treaty on economic grounds. If any 
country chooses to raise protective 
duties against us wo cannot forget that 
nearly half our external trade is with 
countries which are open to our goods, 
but the government attaches the great 
est importance to tho treaty for politi- 
cal reasons. Discussing the settlement 
of the Alabama claims, Lord Granville 
.said that ever since the United States 
became an independent power there 
had never been a time when the same 
friendly feeling existed as exists now 
between the two great English speak- 
ing nations. I know of no more strik- 
ing tost than tho feeling which has 
been shown of sincere and deep grief 
in England in regard to the death of 
President Garfield and the devoted loy- 
alty of Americans to our queen. 

Daniel Grant, liberal member of jiar- 
liamont, speaking at a large meeting 
on the land question, declared, ainitl 
much cheering, that the growing 
thought in England was towards re 
publicanism, though lie himself ^vas 
content with tho present political con 
(lition of affairs. Land, be said, should 
be for the people, in accordance with 
tho constitution. 

The new lord mayor went in solemn 
procession to guild hall with tho usual 
ancient display, which drew immense 
crowds, and with an innovation in the 
programme with the object of honoring 
the American people, which was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. The 
stars and stripes wore carried in the 
procession, preceded by drum and lire, 
and the band of the 4th batalion of 
London Militia playing the "Star 
Spangled Banner." After a short in 
terval came a band from tho training 
ship Warspite, playing " Vankeo 
Doodle." The American Hug was re- 
ceived with a general clapping ofhands 
and cheers. T'he same honor was not 
conspicuously rendered to any other 
feature of the procession, except as the 
coaches of the new and old mayor 
passed by. There was a demonstration 
as tho procession passed the ofTice of the 
United States cable company. Four 
young ladies waved American flags 
from the windows/ as the banners went 
by, and there was loud continued ap- 
plau.se. 

A great denionatration was maile at 
tho American Exchange on Strand; 1500 
ladies waved American colors from 
balconie.s. Among decorations through- 
out the city the American flag was con- 
spicuous.

Inf qrmation.having reached^ tbe.qu8toms 
autlioritiesatAlexatidrovalatelythaitbe 
locomotive of the express trttiu leavyig 
that station at G a.m. for Warsaw had 
been ingeniously converted into a 
vehicle for defiauding the revenue, tho 
engine in question was subjecte;i to a 
careful inspection during its brief 
sojourn in Alexandrova station. No- 
thing was there discovered ; but the in- 
formation received was of so positive a 
character that the chief collector re- 
solved to send one of hi.s officials, ac- 
companied by two gendarmes, in charge 
of the locomotive to Warsaw, where it 
might be taken to pieces and thorough- 
ly examined by skilled ^echanics,unuer 
tho direction of a Government railway 
engineer.

Several arrests were 
made in consequences of this surprising 
disclosure, including that of the engine- 
driver, whoso wonder and consternation 
when his locomotive was proved to be 
a hardened smuggler were so obviously 
genuino that he was s])eedily released 
and permitted to return to liis duties.
